LAWS   OF   THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress 

[PUBLIC— NO.  148.] 
[Continued.] 

Twenty-two.  Confectioners  shall  pay  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  lioense.  Every  person  who  sells  ai 
retail  confectionory,  sweetmeats,  comfits,  or  other 
confeets,  in  any  building,  shall  be  regarded  as  a 
confectioner  under  this  act.  But  wholesale  and 
retail  dealers,  having  taken  out  a  license  there- 
for, shall  not  be  required  to  take  out  a  license  as 
confectioner,  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Twenty-three.  Claim  agents  and  agents  for 
procuring  patents  shall  pay  ten  dollars  for  each 
license.  Every  person  whose  business  it  is  to 
prosecute  claims  in  any  of  tho  Executive  De- 
partments of  the  Federal  Government,  or  pro- 
cure patents,  shall  be  deemed  a  claim  or  patent 
agent,  as  the  ca90  may  be,  under  this  act. 

Twenty-four.  Patent  right  dealers  shall  pay 
ten  dollars  for  each  license  Every  person  whose 
business  it  is  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  patent 
rights  shall  bo  regarded  a  patent-right  dealer  un- 
der this  act. 

Twenty-five.  Real  estate  agents  stall  pay  ten 
dollars  for  each  license.  Every  person  whose 
business  it  is  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  real  estate 
for  others,  or  to  rent  houses,  stores,  or  other 
buildings  or  real  estate,  or  to  collect  rent 
for  others,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  real  estate  ageut 
under  this  act. 

Twenty-six.  Conveyancers  shall  pay  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  license.  Every  person,  other  than 
one  holding  a  li-'ense  as  a  lawyer  or  claim  agent, 
whose  business  it  is  to  draw  deeds,  bonds,  mort- 
gages, wills,  writs,  or  other  legal  papers  or  to  ex- 
amine titles  to  real  estate,  shall  be  regarded  a  con- 
veyancer under  this  act. 

Twenty -seven.  Intelligence  office  keepers  shall 
pay  ten  dollars  for  each  license.  Every  person 
whose  business  it  i9  to  find  or  furnish  places  of 
employment  for  others,  or  to  find  or  furnish  ser- 
vants upon  application  in  writing  or  otherwise, 
receiving  compensation  therefor,  shall  bo  re- 
garded as  an  intelligence  office  keeper  under  this 
act. 

Twenty-eight.  Insurance  agents  shall  pay  ten 
dollars  "for  each  license.  Any  person  who 
shall  act  as  agent  of  any  lire,  marine,  lifo,  mu- 
tual, or  other  insurance  company  or  companies, 
shall  be  regarded  as  an  insuranco  agent  under 
this  act:  Provided,  That  no  licenso  shall  be  re- 
quired of  any  insurance  agent  or  broker  who9e 
receipts,  as  such  agont,  are  less  than  tho  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars  in  any  ono  year. 

Twenty-nine.  Foreign  insurance  agents  shall 
pay  fifty  dollars  for  each  license.  Every  person 
who  shall  act  as  agent  of  any  foreign,  fire,  ma- 
rine, life,  mutual,  or  other  insurance  company 
or  companies,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  foreign  in- 
surance agent  under  this  act. 

Thirty.  Auctioneers  whose  annual  sales  do 
not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  ten 
dollars  for  each  license  ;  auctioneers  whose  an- 
nual sales  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay 
twenty  dollars  for  each  license.  Every  per- 
son shall  be  deemed  an  auctioneer  within  the 
moaning  of  this  act  whose  business  it  is  to 
offer  property  for  salo  to  the  highegt  or  best  bid- 
ber. 

Thirty  ono.  Manufacturers  shall  pay  ton  dol- 
lar for  each  license.  Any  pergon,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration, who  9hall  manufacture  by  hand  or 
machinery  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
exoeoding  annually  the  sum  of  ono  thousand  dol- 
lars, shall  be  regarded  a  manufacture  undor  this 
act. 

Thirty-two.  Peddlors  shall  be  classified  and 
rated  as  follow*,  to-wit:  when  travelling  with 
more  than  two  horses,  or  mules,  the  first  class, 
and  shall  pay  fifty  dollars  for  each  license  ;  when 
travelling  with  two  horses,  or  mules,  tho  second 
class,  and  shall  pay  twenty  five  dollars  for  each 
license;  when  travelling  with  one  horse,  or  mule, 
the  third  class,  and  Bhall  pay  fifteen  dollars  fof 
e»ch  license;  when  travelling  on  foot,  the  fourth 
class,  and  shall  pay  ten  dollars  for  each  license. 
Any  person,  except  persons  peddling  only  news- 
paper, bibles,  or  religious  tracts,  who  sells  or 
offers  to  sell,  at  retail,  goods,  wares,  or  other 
commodities,  travelling  from  place  to  place,  in 
the  street,  or  through  the  different  parts  of  the 
country,  shall  be  reg.rded  a  peddler  under  this 
act :  Provided.  That  any  peddler  who  sells  or 
offers  to  sells,  dry  goods,  foreign  and  domestic, 
by  ono  or  more  original  packages  or  pieces,  ft 
one  time,  to  the  same  person  or  persons  shall  pay 
fifty  dollars  for  each  license.  And  any  person 
who  peddles  jewelry  shall  pay  fifty  dollars  for 
each  license:  Provided,  further,  That  manufac- 
turer and  producer  of  agricultural  tools  and  im- 
plements, garden  seeds,  stoves,  and  hollow  ware, 
brooms,  wooden  ware,  and  powder,  delivering 
and  selling  at  wholesale  any  of  said  articles,  by 
tbomsolvcs  or  their  authorized  agents,  at  places 
ilber  than  the  place  of  manufacture,  shall  kot 
be  required,  for  any  sale  thus  made,  to  take  out 
any  additional  license  therefor:  Provided,  fur* 
ther,  Tbat  nothing  contained  iu  this  paragraph 
shall  authorize  the  sale  of  wine,  spirits,  or  malt 
liquors. 

Thirty-three  Apothecaries  shall  pay  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  license.  Every  person  who  keeps  a 
shop  or  building  where  medicines  are  compounded 
or  prepared  according  to  prescriptions  of  physi- 
cians or  where  medicines  are  pold,  shall  be  re- 
garded an  apothecary  under  this  act.  But  whole- 
sale and  retail  dealers,  who  have  taken  out  a 
license  therefor,  shall  not  be  required  to  takeout 
a  license  as  apothecary,  anything  in  this  act  to 
tbo  contrary  notwithstanding  ;  nor  shall  apotbe 
caries  who  have  taken  out  a  license  as  such  be  re- 
quired to  take  out  a  license  as  retail  dealers  in 
liquor  in  consequence  of  selling  alcohol. 

Thirty  four.  Photographers  shall  pay  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  license  when  the  receipts  do  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  dollars;  when  over  five  hun- 
dred dollars  and  under  one  thousand  dollars,  fif- 
teen dollars;  when  over  one  thousand  dollars, 
twenty  five  dollars.  Any  person  or  persons  who 
make  for  sale  photographs,  ambrotypes,  daguer- 
reotypes, or  pictures,  by  the  action  of  light, 
shall  bo  regarded  n  photographer  under  this  act. 

Thirty  five.  Tobacconists  shall  pay  ten  dol- 
lars for  oach  liconse.  Any  person,  firm,  or  corpo- 
ration wboso  business  it  is  to  sell,  at  retail,  ci- 
gars, snuff,  or  tobacco  in  any  form,  shall  be  re- 
garded a  tobacconist  under  this  act.  But  whole- 
sale and  retail  dealers,  and  keepers  of  hotels, 
inns,  taverns,  and  eating-houses,  having  taken 
out  a  license  therefor,  shall  not  be  required  to 
tako  out  a  license  n9  tobacconists,  any  thing  in 
this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Thirty  -six.  Butchers  shall  pay  ten  dollars  for 
each  license.  Evory  person  whose  business  it  is 
to  sell  butchers'  meat  at  retail  shall  be  regarded 
as  a  butcher  under  this  act :  Provided,  That  no 
butcher  having  taken  out  a  license,  and  paid  ten 
dollars  therefor,  shall  bo  required  to  take  out  a 
license  as  retail  dealer  on  account  of  sellingoth- 
er  articlos  at  tho  same  store,  stall,  or  pemises: 
Provided,  further,  That  butchers  whose  annual 
sales  do  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
butchers  who  retail  butchers'  meat  exclusively  by 
themselves  or  agents,  and  persons  who  sell  shell 
or  other  fish,  or  both,  traveling  from  place  to 
place  and  not  from  any  shop  or  stand,  shall  be 
required  to  pay  five  dollars  only  for  each  license, 
any  existing  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding; 
and  having  taken  out  a  license  therefor,  shall 
not  be  required  to  take  out  a  licenso  as  a  ped- 
dler for  retailing  butchers'  meat  or  fish,  as  afore- 
said. And  no  license  shall  bo  required  of  per- 
sons who  sell  shell  or  other  fish  from  handcarts  or 
wheelbarrows  exclusively. 

Thirty-seven    Proprietors  of  theatres,  inusi 
cuius,  and concert'halls  receiving  pay  as  entrance 
money  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  li- 
cense.   Every   edifice   used  for  the  purpose  of 
dramatic  or  operatic  or   other  representations 
plays,  or  performances,  and  not  including  halls 
rented  or  used  occassionally  for  concerts  or  the 
atrical   representations,  shall  be  regarded  as  a 
theatre  under  this  act ;  Provided,   That  when 


any  such  edifice  is  under  lease  at  tho  passago  of 
this  net,  the  fee  forliccnsc  shall  be  paid  by  the  los- 
9ee,  unless  otherwise  stipulated  between  the  par- 
ties to  said  lease. 

Thirty-eight.  Tho  proprietor  or  proprietors  of 
circu909  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
license.  Every  building,  tent,  space,  or  area 
where  feats  of  horsemanship  or  acrobatic  sports 
or  theatrical  performances  arc  exhibited,  shall 
be  regarded  as  a  circus  under  this  act;  Provi- 
ded, That  no  license  procured  in  one  State  shall 
be  held  to  authorize  exhibitions  in  another  State. 
And  but  one  license  shall  be  required  under 
this  act  to  authorize  exhibitions  within  nny  one 
-tate. 

Thirty-nine.  Jugelors  shall  pay  for  each  li« 
cense  twenty  dollars.  Every  person  who  per 
orms  by  sleight  of  hand  shall  be  regarded  as  a 
juggler  under  this  act.  The  proprietors  or  agents 
of  all  other  puolic  exbibitions  or  shows  for  mo 
ney,  not  enumerated  in  this  section,  shall  pay 
for  oach  license  ten  dollars  :  Provided,  That  no 
license  procured  in  one  Stato  shall  be  held  to 
authorise  exhibitions  in  another  Stato.  And 
but  one  license  sball  be  required  under  this 
act  to  authorize  exhibitions  within  any  one 
State. 

Forty.  Bowling  alleys,  and  billiard  rooms 
shall  pay  ton  dollars  for  every  alley  or  table  in 
the  building  or  place  to  be  licensed.  Every 
place  or  building  where  bowls  are  thrown  or  bil- 
liards played  and  open  to  the  public,  with  or 
without  price,  shall  be  regarded  a9  a  bowling 
alley  or  billiard  room,  respectively  nuder  this 
act. 

Forty-one.  Proprietors  of  gift  enterprises  shall 
pay  fifty  dollars  for  each  licenso.  Every  person, 
firm,  or  corporation,  who  shall  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  articie  of  merchandise  of  any  description 
whatsoever,  with  a  promise,  express  or  implied, 
to  give  or  bestow,  or  in  any  manner  to  hold  out 
to  thepublio  the  promise  of  gift  or  bestowal  of 
any  article  or  thing  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  purchase  by  any  person  of  any  other  article 
or  thing  shall  be  regarded  a  proprietor  of  n  gift 
enterprise  under  this  act:  Provided,  That  no 
such  proprietor,  in  consequence  of  being  thus 
licensed,  shall  bo  exempt  from  paying  any 
other  license  or  tax  required  by  law  and  the 
license  herein  required  shall  he  in  addition 
thereto. 

Forty-two.  Owners  of  stallions  and  jacks 
shall  pay  ten  dollars  for  each  licenso.  Every 
person  who  keeps  a  male  horso  or  a  jack  for  tho 
use  of  mares,  requiring  or  receiving  pay  there- 
for,  shall  be  required  to  take  out  a  license  under 
this  act,  which  e>ball  contain  a  brief  description 
of  the  animal,  its  ago,  and  place  or  places  where 
used  or  to  be  used:  Provided,  That  all  accounts, 
notes,  or  demands,  for  the  uso  of  auy  such  horse 
or  jack  without  a  license,  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
invalid  and  of  no  force  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity. 

Forty-throe,  Lawyers  shall  pay  ten  dollars 
for  each  license.  Every  person  who  for  fee  or  re- 
ward, shall  prosecute  or  defend  causes  in  auy 
court  of  record  or  other  judicial  tribunal  of  the 
United  States  or  of  any  of  tho  States,  or  givo 
legal  advice  in  relation  to  any  cause  or  matter 
whatever  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  lawyer  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Forty-four.  Physicians,  surgeons,  and  den- 
tists shall  pay  ten  dollars  for  each  license 
Evory  person  (except  apothecaries)  whose  busi- 
ness it  is,  for  feo  and  roward,  to  prescribe  rctue 
dies  or  perform  surgical  operations  for  the  cure  of 
any  bodily  disease  or  ailing,  shall  be  deemed  a 
physician,  surgeon,  or  dentist,  as  the  case  may 
be,  within  tbo  meaning  of  this  act. 

Forty-fivo.  Architects  and  civil  engineers  thai 
pay  ten  dollars  for  each  license.  Every  porson 
wbo9o  business  it  is  to  plan,  design,  or  superin- 
tend the  construction  of  buildings,  or  ships,  or 
of  roads,  or  bridges,  or  canals,  or  railroads,  shall 
be  regarded  as  an  architect  and  civil  engineer  un- 
der this  act:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not  in- 
clude a  practical  carpenter  who  labors  on  a 
building. 

Forty-six.  Builders  and  contractors  shall  pay 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  license  ;  and  if  his 
said  contracts  in  any  one  year  exceed  in  amount 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  be  shall  pay  one 
dollar  on  every  additional  thousand  dollars  in  ex- 
cess thereof.  Every  person  whoso  business  it  :s 
to  construct  buildings,  or  ships,  or  bridges,  or 
canals,  or  railroads  by  contract,  shall  be  regard- 
ed  as  a  builder  and  contractor  under  this  act : 
Provided,  That  no  license  shall  be  required  from 
any  person  whose  building  contracts  do  not  ex- 
ceed  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  any 
one  year. 

Forty  seven.  Plumbers  and  gas-fittters  shall 
pay  ten  dollars  for  oach  license.  Every  person, 
firm,  or  corperation,  whose  business  if  is  t>,  fit, 
furnish,  or  sell  plumbing  materials,  „■  i  -pipes, 
gas-burners,  or  other  gas-fixtures,  shall  be  re- 
garded a  plumber  and  gas-fitter  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act. 

Forty-eight.  Agsayors,  assaying  gold  and 
silver,  or  either,  of  a  value  not  exceeding  in  one 
year  two  hundred  and  fifty  tbousund  d all  are,  shall 
pay  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  license,  and 
two  hundred  dollars  when  the  value  exceeds  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  does  not 
exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  five 
hundred  dollars  when  the  value  exceeds  five  hun- 
dred thousand  doliars.  ^Any  person  or  persons  or 
corporation  whose  business  or  occupation  it  is  to 
separate  gold  and  silver  from  other  metals  or 
mineral  substance  with  which  such  gold  or  sil- 
ver, or  both,  ore  alloyed,  combined,  or  united, 
or  to  ascertain  or  determine  the  (quantity  of  gold 
or  silver  in  any  alloy  or  combination  with  other 
metals,  shall  be  deemed  an  aseayer  for  the  purpose 
of  ibis  act. 

Forty-nine.  A  license  fee  of  ten  dollars  shall 
be  required  of  every  pc  son,  firm,  or  corporation, 
engaged  in  any  business,  trade,  or  profession 
whatsoever,  for  which  no  othor  license  is  here- 
in required,  whose  gross  annual  receipts  there- 
from exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 

Sec.  80.  And  be  it  further  ■■naced,  That 
where  the  annual  gross  receipts  or  sales  of  any 
apothecaries,  confectioners,  eating-houses,  to- 
bacconists, or  retail  dealers,  except  retail  deal- 
ers in  spirituous  and  malt  liquors,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  such 
apothecaries,  confectioners,  eating-houses,  to 
bocconists,  and  retail  dealers  shall  not  be  required 
to  take  out  or  pay  for  license, .an  y  thing  in  this 
act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  the  amount 
or  .estimated  amount  of  such  annual  sales  to  le 
ascertained  or  estimated  in  such  manner  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  shall  prescribe, 
and  so  of  all  other  annual  sales  or  receipts,  where 
the  rate  of  the  license  is  graduated  by  the  amount 
of  sales  or  receipts  ;  and  where  the  amount  of 
the  license  of  the  rate  has  been  increased,  or  is 
liable  to  be  increased,  by  law  above  tho  amount 
of  any  existing  licenso  to  any  person,  firm,  or 
company,  or  lias  been  understated  or  underesti- 
mated, such  person,  firm,  or  company  shall  be 
again  assessed  and  pay  tho  amount  ot  such  in- 
crease, wbicb  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  original 
license,  which  shall  thereafter  be  held  good  and 
sufficient. 

Sec.  81.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  noth- 
ing construed  ;in  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
act,  requiring  licenses,  sball  be  construed  to  re- 
quire an  |additional  license  as  a  dealer  for  the 
sale  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  made  or 
produced  and  sold  by  the  manufacturer  or  pro- 
ducer at  the  manufactory  or  place  where  the 
samo  is  made  or  produced,  or  at  tho  principal 
office  or  place  of  business,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion teventy-thrte  [seventy  four]  of  this  act:  [nor] 
to  vinrert  [vinnters]  who  sell,  at  the  place  where 
tho  same  is  -made,  wine  of  their  own  growth  ; 
nor  to  apothecaries,  as  to  wines  *or  spiritous  li- 
quors which  they  use  exclusively  in  the  prepara- 
tion or  making  up  of  medicines:  nor  shall  uny 
provision  bo  construed  to  prohibit  physicians 
from  keeping  on  hand  medicines  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  making  up  their  own  prescriptions 
for  their  own  patients. 

MANUFACTURES,  ARTICLES,  ANll  PRODUCTS. 

Specific  and  ad  valorem  duty. 
Sec.  82.   And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  every 
individual,  partnership,    firm,    association,  or 
corporation ,  (and  any  word  or  words  in  this  act 
indicating  or  referring  to  person  or  per?on?  shall 


be  taken  to  moan  and  include  partnerships,  firms, 
associations,  or  corporations,  when  not  otherwise 
designated  or  manifestly  incompatible  with  the 
intent  thereof, )  shall  comply  with  the  following 
requirements,  that  is  to  say: 

First.  Before  commencing,  or,  if  already  com- 
menced, before  continuing,  any  manufacture  lia- 
ble to  be  nssessed,  undor  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  which  shall  not  be  differently  provided 
for  elsewhere,  every  person  shall  furnish,  with- 
out previous  demand  therefor,  to  the  assistant 
assessor  a  statoment,  subscribed  and  sworn  to, 
or  affirmed,  >etting  forth  the  place  whoro  the 
manufacture  is  to  be  carried  on,  and  the  princi- 
pal place.,  business  for  sale9,  tho  name  of  the 
manufactured  article,  the  proposed  markot  for  the 
same,  whither  foreign  or  domestic,  and  generally 
ihe  kind  and  quality  manufactured  or  proposed  to 
be  manufactured. 

Second.  He  shall  within  ten  days  after  the  firs- 
day  of  each  and  every  month,  or  on  or  before  a 
d.iy  prescribed,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenu..  make  return  under  oath  or  affirmation 
of  the  p:xducls  and  9  lies  or  delivery  of  9uch 
manufacture  in  form  and  detail  as  may  be  required, 
frvin  time  to  time,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Inter- 
nal Rovcnuo. 

Third.  All  such  returns,  statements,  descrip- 
tions, memoranda,  oaths,  and  affirmations,  shall 
be  ib  form,  scope,  and  detail  as  may  be  prescrib- 
ed, from  time  to  time,  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenne. 

Sec.  L3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  upon 
the  amounts,  quantities,  and  values  of  produce, 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  articles  produ  - 
ed  or  manufactured,  and  sold  or  delivered,  here- 
inafter enumerated,  tho  manufacturer  or  produ- 
cer thereof,  whether  manufactured  or  produced 
for  himself  or  for  others,  shall  pay  to  tho  col 
lector  of  internal  revenue  within  his  district, 
monthly,  or  on  or  before  a  day  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  the 
duties  on  such  products  or  manufactures.  And 
for  neglect  to  pay  such  duties  within  ten  days 
after  demand,  in  writing  delivered  to  him  in  per- 
son, or  left  at  his  house  or  place  of  business, 
or  manufactory,  or  sent  by  mail,  the  amount  of 
such  duties,  with  the  additions  hereinbefore 
prescribed,  may  be  levied  upon  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  any  such  producer  or  manu- 
facturer. And  such  duties  and  additions,  and 
whatcvei  shall  be  the  expenses  of  levy,  shall  be 
a  lien  froni  the  day  prescribed  by  tho  Commis* 
sioner  for  their  payment  aforesaid,  in  favor  of 
the  United  States,  upon  the  said  real  and  person- 
al property  of  such  producer  or  manufacturer  : 
and  sue*,  lien  may  be  enforced  by  distraint,  as 
provide.

thus  paid  upon  the  produced  or  manufactured 
goods. 

See.  St.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  I'hilt  for 
neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  ibe  duties  provided  by 
by  law  on  manufactured  articles,  or  articles  pro 
duced,  as  aforesaid,  the  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise manufactured  or  produced  and  unsold  by 
or  not  passed  out  of  the  possession  of  suei, 
manufacturer  or  producer,  shall  he  forfeited  to 
tho  United  States,  and  may  be  sold  or  disposed  of 
for  tho  benefit  of  the  same,  in  manner  as  shall 
bo  prescribed  by  tho  Commmissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secrotary  of 
the  Treasury.  In  such  case  tho  collector  or 
deputy  collector  may  take  possession  of  said  ar- 
ticles, and  may  maintain  such  possession  in  the 
premises  and  buildings  where  thi  y  may  have  been 
manufactured,  or  deposited,  or  may  lie.

In 
caso  no  such  parly  or  place  can  bo  found,  which 
fact  shall  be  determined  by  the  collector's  return 
on  the  summons,  such  notice,  in  the  nature  of  a 
summons,  sball  be  given  by  advertisement  for 
the  term  of  three  weeks  in  the  one  newspaper  in 
the  county  noarest  to  the  place  of  such  sale.  If 
at  or  before  such  hearing  such  duties  shall  not 
have  been  paid,  and  (he  assessor  or  assistant 
assessor  shall  adjudge  the  summons  and  notice, 
servico  and  return  of  tho  same  to  be  sufficient, 
the  said  articles  shall  be  by  him  declared  fofeit, 
and  shall  be  sold,  disposed  of,  or  turned  over  by 
the  collector  to  the  use  of  any  department  of

over  without  sale  to  the  use  of  any  department

If  the  for- 
feiture shall  have  been  wrongly  declared,  and 
sale  made,  the  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized,  in 
caso  the  specific  articles  cannot  bo  restored  to  the 
party  aggrieved  in  as  good  order  and  condition 
as  whon  seized,  to  make  up  to  such  party  in 
money  his  loss  nnd  damage  from  Ihe  contingent 
fund  of  his  department.

4TSm :  I  see  in  your  columns  a  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  a  large  McClellan  meeting, 
held,  on  the  10th,  in  Union  Square  in  your 
city.'  In  the  preamble  to  the  resolutions 
there  adopted,  1  find  the  following  language, 
of  denunciation  applied  to  Mr.  Lincoln, 
viz : 

"The  line  of  policy  adopted  by  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  nation  is  in  oppisition  to 
the  plain  injunctions  of  the  Constitution  and 
his  own  inaugural  declarations,  and  under 
the  specious  plea  of  military  necessity  he 
haa  commenced  a  system  of  direct  enroach' 
ment  upon  the  rights  of  the  States  and  the 
people  in  making  arbitrary  arrests— in 
striking  down  the  freedom  of  speech  and 
the  press,  and  abolishing  the  right  of  ha- 
beas corpus,  where  rebellion  does  not  exist, 
etc." 

I  further  tind  it  set  forth,  in  the  same  pre- 
amble, that  a  President  is  wanting,  in  Mr. 
Lincoln's  stead,  "who  will  administer  the 
Government  in  the  spirit  of  its  founders," 
and  I  see  that  one  of  the  resolutions  points 
out  Gen.  McClellan,  as  the  person,  above  all 
others,  best  fitted  for  this  glorious  task,  and 
as  overflowing  with  all  the  qualities  "which 
will  insure  an  administration  alike  elevating 
to  the  nation  and  creditable  to  .the  civiliza- 
tion of  the  age,"  etc.,  etc. 

In  a  pamphlet,  the  contents  of  which  were 
published  last  summer,  first  in  the  Herald

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  have 
a  Government  steamer  at  Annapolis  to  re- 
ceive the  prisoner*  and  mrry  them  to  thoir  ties, 
tination. 

Some  four  or  live  of  tho  chief  men  in  the  affair 
are  to  bo  arrested  to  day.  When  they  meet  on 
tho  17th,  you  will  please  have  every  thing  prepar- 
ed to  arrest  the  whole  party,  and  ho  sure  that 
none  escape. 

It  i:  undestood  that  you  arrange  with  General 
Dix  and  Governor  Seward  the  modus  operandi. 
It  has  been  intimated  to  me  that  the  meeting 
might  take  place  on  the  14th,  please  be  prepared. 
I  would  be  glad  to  have  you  advise  me  frequently  of 
your  arrangements  in  regard  to  this  very  impor- 
tant matter. 

If  it  is  successfully  carried  out  it  will  go  far 
toward  breaking  the  backbone  of  the  rebellion. 
It  would  probably  be  well  to  have  a  special 
train  quietly  prepared  to  take  tho  prisoners  to 
Annapolis. 

I  leave  this  exceedingly  important  affair  to  your 
tact  and  dicrction— and  have  but  ono  thing  toiin- 
press  upon  you  •  -the  absolute  necessity  of  secrecy 
and  success.

The  'operation  proposed  for  the  17th"

The  persons  so  pleasantly  and  facetiously- 
designated  as  "our  friends,"  were  the  Demo 
cratic  members  and  officers  ot  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland,  and 
the  sequel  of  General  McClellan's  friendly 
"operation,"  was  their  confinement  in  Fort- 
ress Monroe.  Fort  La  Fayette  and  Fort 
Warren,  consecutively,  for  fourteen  or  fifteen 
months,  not  only  without  trial,  but  withont 
any  charge  whatever  preferred  against  them 
from  that  time  to  this. 

Now,  the  object  of  this  communication  is 
not  to  discuss  the  course  of  Mr.  Lincoln  in 
the  transaction,  but  simply  to  inquire  wheth- 
er I  am  to  believe  my  eyes,  when  they  in- 
form me  that  General  George  B.  McClellan 
the  principal  in  the  "operation"  in  question, 
and  the  writer  of  the  letter  and  dispatch  just 
quoted,  is  deliberately  and  seriously  propos- 
ed as  a  successor  to  Mr.  Lincoln,  upon  the 
theory  that  under  his  benign  and  democratic 
administration,  if  elected,  "arbitrary  arrests" 
are  to  disappear;  "the  specious  plea  of  mili- 
tary necessity"  is  no  longer  to  oppress  and 
terrify  the  land  ;  "direct  encroachment  upon 
the  rights  of  the  State  and  the  people"  is  to 
cease;  "the  freedom  of  speech"  is  to  be  born 
again,  and  the  Government  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered once  more,  "in  the  spirit  of  its  foun- 
ders. ' 

I  had  supposed  the  proceedings  of  the 
r  ederal  Executive  in  Maryland,  at  the  period 
under  consideration,  to  be  regarded  on  all 
hands  as  the  consummation  and  embodiment 
of  all  the  varieties  of  encroachment  upon 


the  righU  of  Stateb,  and  individuals,  which 
the  "specious  plea  of  military  necessity"  baa 
been  set  up  to  justify.  Gen.  McClellan's 
share  in  them  was  not  merely  the  obedience 
of  a  subordinate — if  that  could  be  any  excuse 
— but  it  was  deliberately  borne,  after  a  "lull 
consultation,"  in  which  he  took  part.  If  he 
now  can  be  the  champion  elect  of  all  the 
liberties  which  he  then  assailed,  I  caunotsec, 
for  one,  why  Mr.  Lincoln  has  not  a  better 
right  to  the  same  championship.  1  am  aware 
of  nothing  that  has  prevented  Gen.  McClel- 
lan from  keeping  pace  with  the  Government, 
and  aiding  it  in  the  subsequent  similar 
"operations"  which  the  McClellan  meeting 
and  the  Democratic  party  now  denounce, 
except  the  simple  fact,  that  Mr  Lincoln  has 
removed  him  from  the  position  which  would 
have  given  him  the  opportunity. 

I  am  as  far,  Mr.  Editor,  from  being  a  sup-

Pendleton's  Record. 

The  McClellan  and  Pendleton  organ's, 
who  have  heretofore  hypocritically  worn  a 
flaming  mark  of  pretended  Unionism,  arc 
quoting  from  the  speeches  of  George  H. 
Pendleton,  extracts  so  garble  das  to  make  a 
show  of  Unionism.  But  in  none  of  them

If  you  will 
not;  if  you  find  conciliation  impossible;  if 
your  differences  are  so  great  that  you  can 
not  or  will  not  reconcile  them,  then, 
gentlemen,  let  the  seceding  Slates  depart  in 
peace;  let  them  establish  their  Government 
and  Empire  and  work  out  their  destiny 
according  to  the  wisdom  which  God  has

"If  these  Southern  States  can  not  be  re- 
conciled, and  if  you, gentleman,  can  notfind 
it  id  your  hearts  to  grant  their  demands;  if 
they  must  leave  the  family  mansion,  I 
would  signalize  their  departure  bv  tokens  of 
love;  I  would  bid  them  larewell  so  tenderly, 
that  tbey  would  forever  be  touched  by  the 
recollection  ol  it ;  and  if,  in  the  vicissitudes 
of  their  separate  existence,  they  should  de- 
sire to  come  together  again  in  our  common 
Government,  there  should  be  no  pride  to  be 
humiliated,  there  should  be  no  wound  in- 
flicted from  any  baud,  to  be  healed.  They 
should  come  and  be  welcome  to  the  place 
tbey  now  occupy." 

And  in  a  speech,  in  March,  1863,  to

Gen.  Shermau  s  l .  port  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment is  published  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.  It  is  dated  twenty-six  miles  south 
of  Atlanta,  September  3,  6  o'clock.  ••.  hi., 
and  is  as  follows  : — 

Our  army  withdrew  from  about  Atlanta, 
and  on  the  30th  August  made  a  break  on  the 
Eastpoint  road,  and  reached  a  good  position 
from  which  to  strike  the  Macon  road.  How- 
ard was  on  the  right,  near  Jonesboro'.  Scho- 
field  on  tbe  lclt,  near  Rough-and-Ready. 
Howard  found  the  enemy  in  force  at  Jones- 
boro', and  intrenched  his  troops  within  half 
a  mile  of  the  railroad.  The  enemy  attacked 
him  at  3  P.  M.,  and  was  easily  repulsed, 
leaving  his  dead  and  wounded.  Finding 
strong  opposition  on  the  road,  1  advanced 
the  left  and  center  rapidly  to  the  railroad, 
and  made  a  good  lodgment,  and  broke  it  all 
the  way  from  Rough  and  Ready  down  to 
Howard's  left  near  Jonesboro',  and  by  the 
same  movement  I  interposed  my  whole  army 
between  Atlanta  and  that  part  of  the  enemy 
intrenched  in  and  around  Jonesboro'. 

On  the  1st  we  made  an  attack  on  the  ene- 
my at  Jonesboro',  tbe  14th  Corps,  Gen.  Jeff. 
C.  Davis,  currying  tbe  works,  and  capturing 
ten  guns  and  one  thousand  prisoners.  The 
enemy  retreated  south,  and  we  have  followed 
him  to  his.  hastily  constructed  lines,  near 
Lovcjoy's  Station.  Hood,  finding  me  on  the 
only  road  that  could  supply  him,  and  be 
tween  him  and  a  considerable  part  of  his 
army,  blew  up  the  magazine  in  Atlanta  and 
left  in  the  night.  The  20th  Corps,  General 
Slocum,  took  possession  of  tbe  city,  so  At- 
lanta is  ours,  and  fairly  won. 

Since  tbe  51b  of  May  we  have  been  in  one 
constant  battle  or  skirmish,  and  we  need 
rest.  Our  losses  won't  exceed  1,200,  and  we 
have  over  300  rebel  dead,  250  wounded,  and 
over  1,500  prisoners.        W.  T.  Sherman. 

A  later  dispatch  from  General  Slocum, 
dated  on  the  night  of  the  3d,  at  Atlanta, 
savs  tbe  enemy  destroyed  seven  locomotives 
and  eighty-one  cars,  loaded  with  ammuni- 
tion, small  arms  and  stores,  and  left  14 
pieces  of  artillery  mostly  uninjured,  and  a 
large  number  of  small  arms.  Deserters  are 
constantly  coming  into  OUT  Iine9.

Richmond  papers  say  that  in  tbe  battle 
near  Atlanta  the  Union  troops  were  at  first 
repulsed,  but  finally  drove  the  enemy  back, 
with  heavy  loss,  including  three  Generals 
— Anderson,  Patlon  and  Hardee. 

Gen.  Herron  recently  had  a  fight  with  a 
rebel  force  at  Kedwood,  seventeen  miles 
from  Baton  Rouge,  in  which  be  routed  the 
rebels,  in  inflicting  a  loss  ol  150  men,  and 
destroyed  a  large  amount  of  stores 

From  tbe  Sheridan's  Department  in  the 
Valley  or  Virginia,  we  learn  that  on  the  3d 
September,  Crook's  command  moved  toward 
Berryville,  and  the  36th  Ohio  and  9th  loyal 
Virginia  regiments  captured  some  rebel  iq- 
trenchments.  A  desperate  struggle  ensued, 
the  enemy  endeavoring  to  recover  the  works 
They  were  decisively  repulsed  in  their  sever- 
al assaults.  The  fighting  lasted  till  long  after 
dark  Our  loss  was  300  killed  and  wound- 
ed, while  that  of  the  enemy  was  fully  one; 
third  greater.  We  took  500  prisoners  and  a 
stand  of  colors  Our  forces  now  occupy  a 
strongly  intrenched  position. 

The  Nashville  Union  of  the  7th  Septem- 
ber, says 

There  was  little  news  from  Wheelers 
raid  yesterday.  Col.  Parks  telegraphed  from 
Franklin,  yesterday,  at  12  o'olock,  that 
stragglers  reported  that  General  Rousseau 
had  encountered  and  defeated  Wheeler  and 
Roddy,  but  there  was  no  particulars. 

At  half  past  three,  the  telegraph  opera- 
tor at  Columbia  telegraphed  that  heavy  fir- 
ing had  been  heard  at  the  south  of  that 
place,  but  no  particulars. 

General  Millroy  and  command  arrived  at 
Columbia  at  3  o'clock  yesterday,  and  moved 
immediately  out  to  the  scene  of  action.  We 
still  expect  to  hear  important  news  to-day. 

Later — We  have  reliable  intelligence  that 
Rons-eau  attacked  Wheeler  near  Campbell 
Station  on  Monday,  and  defeated  him  It 
is  said  that  Wheeler  destroyed  hi"  <rain,bnt 
of  this  we  are  not  certain. 

Granger  and  Starkweather  had  joined 
Rousseau.  Rebels  are  retiring  toward  tbe 
Tennessee  river. 

A  telegram  from  Nashville  on  the  evening 
of  the  7th  state  that  Cero  Gordo  Williams 
passed  through  Shelbyville,  it  is  thought,  to 
join  Wheeler 

Milroy  was  menacing  tbe  rebels  at  Pulaa 
ki  at  last  accounts 

It  is  reported  that  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania 
cavalry  en  route  for  Nashville,  via  Murfrees- 
boro,  met  Dcbrill's  rebel  cavalry,  killed  and 
wounded  20  to  40,  captured  70  prisoners,  fetid 
utterly  routed  the  balance  ol  the  force 

Inlormation  from  couriers  is  that  Wheel- 
er's force  has  divided,  making  lor  the  Ten- 
nessee river  at  different  points,  holly  pressed 
by  Rousseau,  who  is  taking  many  prisoners. 
Wheeler's  men  are  deserting  rapidly.  There 
is  not  mnch  damage  done  to  the  Tennessee 
and  Alabama  railroad,  and  cars  will  run 
through  in  three  or  four  days. 

The  eoi respondent  of  the  Cincinnati  Com 
mercial  gives  the  following  account  of  the 
capitulation  of  Atlanta: — 

Gen.  Slocum,  who  was  guarding  our  com- 
munications and  trains  along  the  Chatta- 
hoochie,  sent  forward  a  detachment  from 
Ward's,  Geary's  and  Williams'  divisions  on 
a  reconnoissance.  These  advanced  to  the 
city,  which  tbey  found  evacuated,  and  en- 
tered about  11  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the 
2d  of  September.  They  were  at  once  met 
by  a  deputation,  compromising  the  Mayor, 
High  Sheriff,  and  some  citziens,  who  made 
a  formal  surrender  of  the  town  to  Gen.  Ward, 
simply  making  the  following  request: 

CAPITULATION   Ol'  ATLANTA,  OA  ,   SEPT.  2,  1864. 

Brig.  Gen.    Ward,  Third  Division,  Twentieth 
A  rmy  Carps 

Sir— The  fortunes  of  war  have  placed  the 
city  of  Atlanta  in  your  hands.  As  Mayor 
of  this  city  I  ask  protection  for  non-combat- 
ants and  private  property.

contain  details  of  the  terrible  rain  storms  of 
Saturday  and  Sunday  nights.  The  sections 
o/  Vicennes,  Indiana,  and  Dayton,  Ohio,  at 
the  same  time  were  visited  with  destructive 
hurricanes  and  hail. 

dSa?"On  Sunday  a  very  severe  storm  of  wind 
and  rain  passe  1  over  a  portion  of  this  State, 
Indiana,  and  Ohio.

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress- 
ed, we  would  have  all  tho  means  necessary  to 
suppress  it  cheorfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  essential  to  speedy  success,  we  would  enforce 
it  as  tho  duty  of  every  cititon  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
the  rebellion  to  be  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse,  but  a  crime  we  would  have  it  taught 
that  those  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  boar  the  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  the  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wide  a  field  where  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  We  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  the  means  employed,  whilst  we  see 
they  are  suggested  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish the  authority  of  the  Oovernment.  In  a 
word,  we  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  tho  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
oeeasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  arc  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  are  with  us.
